W ashington, June 19.—An eleventh 
hour discovery th a t the sugar sched­ 
ule of the T'nderwood tariff bill had a 
“joker” in it which would have oper­ 
ated to m ake all refined sugar duti­ 
able at 2 cents a pound and nullify 
the provision for 
free 
sugar 
after 
three years resulted in an am endm ent 
by m ajority m em bers of the senate 
finance com m ittee. 
Elim ination In the Underwood hill 
of the standard of color which has 
been in tariff bills for many years, 
it web discovered, made applicable to 
all refined sugar a paragraph from 
the Payne-Aldrlch bill relating to <*on- 
fectionery, which included the follow­ 
ing w ords: 
“Sugars after being re­ 
fined, when tinctured, colored or In 
any 
way adulterated, 2 
cents 
per 
pound.” 
The 
m ajority 
m em bers 
of 
the 
finance com m ittee had their attention 
called to this m atter by Senator Shep­ 
pard of Texas, who was petitioned by 
the cham ber of com m erce of G reen­ 
ville, Tex., to look Into the provision 
which they believed m ight defeat the 
purpose of tho adm inistration and the 
m ajority in congress as to ultim ate 
free sugar. 
It was suggested th a t the bill as It 
stood could be so construed as to ap­ 
ply to all refined sugar, which In be­ 
ing refined Is colored with ultra m a­ 
rine. 
The m ajority m em bers of the com­ 
m ittee received expert re to rts that 
the 
provision 
m ight 
operate as a 
joker and they prom ptly struck out 
the language as it referred to refined 
sugars and left it applicable only to 
confectioneries. 
The com m ittee definitely determ ined 
not to put a countervailing duty on 
.live stock and m eats and concluded 
consideration of the free list.

The Eco no mic Effect o f Go o d Ro a ds 


The solution of most of our social 
and economic problems is puzzling 
largely because they are view’ed in a 
wrong light, and efforts made to solve 
them is according to certain predeter­ 
mined methods. 
This is true at any 
rate in regard to the “good ro ads” 
movement. 


A prevailing opinion among coun­ 
try people in the past, and it has not 
altogether disappeared, was that the 
“ good roads” were principally for the 
benefit of the city people, the tourists, 
with their fine rigs and automobiles, 
while the burden of mak ing the im­ 
provement lay principally upon the 
farming population. 
And this must 
have been admitted by the city peo­ 
ple, for all methods that have been 
agitated and adopted for the raising 
of road-building funds are based on 
that idea— to distribute the burden 
and relieve the farmer. 
Now this is an entirely wrong view 
of it from the economic standpoint. 
And all measures passed and action 
tak en based on this view are open to 
just criticism or Knock ing, while all 
farmers who own their farms and op­ 
pose being taxed liberally 
for 
an 
economic and scientific building of 
roads in their respective communi­ 
ties are really in an economic sense, 
“ biting off their nose to spite their 
face.” 
The trouble is such farmers 
don’t look far enough ahead of their 
nose, and I suppose that is what gives 
that member such prominence, and 
even comeliness sometimes loses its 
charm when gazed at too long. 
The purpose of a road is to get ac­ 
cess to lands, that is to use land. The 
prosperity of any country depends 
fundamentally and wholly upon the 
k ind of use its land (in the economic 
sense) is put to. 
No land, farm or 
o ther land, can be put to its best use 
isolated from population, or just bare­ 
ly accessible to population; 
hence 
verything that landowners or land 
users can do to induce population 
thereby increases the value of such 
land by mak ing a still better use of it 
possible through diversifying of pro­ 
duct and mark eting facilities. 
The mak ing of good roads is to any 
community, and especially to those in 
the early stages of development, a 
most profitable and essentially funda­ 
mental 
investment. 
It 
not 
only 
yields satisfactory annual dividends 
in the increased comfort and facility 
from our own travel, but, as o ur roads 
improve and outside travel increases, 
we realize something of a stimulus to 
improve the appearance of o ur homes 
and out buildings, and find pleasure 
in it too. 
This in turn compels us to 
better methods of farming, to more 
home conveniences and comforts, all 
of which utiinately result in a high­ 
er value of o ur and adjacent land. 
Why? ( t ) Because of good roads it 
is in the public eye. (2) Our labor 
lias made our business attractive and 
shown what can be done on adjacent 
land. 
(3) 
Every traveler passing 
through and notices the situation if 
he should not want such a thing him­ 
self will speak of it in company, and 
recommend it to inquiring friends. 
Talk of print» r's ink . 
If we had a lit. 
tie more of this k ind of an ad, we 
shouldn't need so much of the ink . 
If the farmers of Northern Minne­ 
sota could loo» k at this problem in this 
light they would wonder how they 
could object to the city people travel­ 
ing their roads; they would want still j 
more and more of them to come and i 
would tak e a real intereiff in mak ing 
the roads in their respective com­ 
munities the best that could be mad? 
with tbe material 
at 
hand. 
With 
such 
a spirit 
prevailing scientific 
management could be applied in the 
work , the dollars would do from two 
to four times the service and the rais­ 
ing of th<» m would soon cease to be a 
subject for k ick ing, or class, or sec­ 
tional jealousy. 
The work would al­ 
ways remain to be done in the way of 
repairs, etc, but the puzzling part of 
the problem would be solved. 
I would lik e to cite as an illustra­ 
tion of the practical work ing out of 
tne idea suggested above, In the mod­ 
ern office building in our large cities 
equipped with up-to-date elevator ser­ 
vice. 
The user of such a site is com­ 
pelled by the price he has to pay, to 
put it to the best possible use to mak e 
any profit. The only direction he can 
expand In is upward. 
An essential 
feature of a business office is that it 
be easily accessible 
to 
population. 
The offices on the upper floors are in 
ti.e same situation economically as 
land remote from population centers, 
or isolated by lack of roads. 
If they 
w ere accessible on7y by common stairs 
how much W’ould these office» in the 
upper lloors be worth? Yet by means 
of the public- highway 
the elevator 
their value equals ami sometimes ex­ 
ceeds thus*- on tlie ground floor. Does 
the land user in this case have to 
1m? 
compelled by law to furnish this ele­ 
vator service? 
He has, of course, to 
comply with building regulations for 
Bafety, sanitation, -etc., but the eleva­ 
tor service is an essentially funda­ 
mental investment. 
It pays, and the 
more that use the elevator the better 
St? with good roads.

Senator Sheppard of Texas Has His 


Attention 
Called

Tariff Bill by Greenville Chamber of 


Commerce and Laye M atter Before 


the Committee, W hich Takes Prompt 


Remedial Action. 


Washington, June 19.— An eleventh 
hour discovery that tho sugar sched­ 
ule of the Underwood tariff bill had a 
“ Joker” In It which would have oper­ 
ated to make all refined sugar duti­ 
able at 2 cents a pound aud nullify 
the provision for 
free 
sugar 
after 
three years resulted in an amendment 
by m ajority members of the senate 
finance committee. 
Elim ination in the Underwood hill 
of the standard of color which has 
been in tariff bills for many years, 
it was discovered, made applicable to 
all refined sugar a paragraph from 
the Payne-Aldrlch bill relating to con­ 
fectionery, which included the follow­ 
ing words: 
“ Sugars after being re­ 
fined, when tinctured, colored or in 
any 
way adulterated, 2 
cents 
per 
pound.” 
The 
m ajority 
members 
of 
the 
finance committee hail their attention 
called to this matter by Senator Shep­ 
pard of Texas, who was petitioned by 
the chamber of commerce of Green­ 
ville, Tex., to look Into the provision 
which they believed might defeat the 
purpose of tho administration and the 
m ajority In congress as to ultimate 
free sugar. 
It was suggested that the bill as It 
stood could be so construed as to ap­ 
ply to all refined sugar, which In be­ 
ing refined Is colored with ultra ma­ 
rine. 
The m ajority members of the com­ 
mittee received expert reports that 
the 
provision 
might 
operate as a 
joker and they promptly struck out 
the language as It referred to refined 
sugars and left it applicable only to 
confectioneries. 
The committee definitely determined 
not to put a countervailing duty on 
live stock and meats and concluded 
consideration of the free list.

The Economic Effect of Good Roads 


Tho solution of most of our social 
and economic problems is puzzling 
largely because they are viewed in a 
wrong light, and efforts made to solve 
them Is according to certain predeter­ 
mined methods. 
This is true at any 
rate in regard to the “ good roads” 
movement. 


A prevailing opinion among coun­ 
try people in the past, and It has not 
altogether disappeared, was that the 
“ good roads” were principally for the 
benefit of the city people, the tourists, 
with their fine rigs and automobiles, 
while the burden of making the im­ 
provement lay principally upon the 
farming population. 
And this must 
have been admitted by the city peo­ 
ple, for all methods that have been 
agitated and adopted for the raising 
of road-building funds are based on 
that idea— to distribute the burden 
and relieve the farmer. 
Now this is an entirely wrong view 
of it from the economic standpoint. 
And all measures passed and action 
taken based on this view are open to 
just criticism or Knocking, while all 
farmers who own their farms aud ap­ 
pose being taxed liberally 
for 
an 
economic and scientific building of 
roads in their respective communi­ 
ties are really in an economic sense, 
"biting off their nose to spite their 
face.” 
The trouble is such farmers 
don’t look far enough ahead of their 
nose, and I suppose that is w iiat gives 
that member such prominence, and 
even comeliness sometimes loses its 
charm when gazed at too long. 
The purpose of a road is to get ac­ 
cess to lands, that is to use land. The 
prosperity of any country depends 
fundamentally and wholly upon the 
kind of use its land (in the economic 
sense) is put to. 
No land, farm or 
other land, can he put to its best use 
isolated from population, or just bare­ 
ly accessible to population; 
hence 
everything that landowners or land 
users can do to induce population 
thereby increases the value of such 
land by making a still better use of it 
possible through diversifying of pro­ 
duct and marketing facilities. 
The making of good roads is to any 
community, and especially to those in 
the early stages of development, a 
most profitable and essentially funda­ 
mental 
investment. 
It 
not 
only 
yields satisfactory annual dividends 
in the increased comfort and facility 
from our own travel, but, as our roads 
improve and outside travel increases, 
we realize something of a stimulus to 
improve the appearance of our homes I 
and out buildings, and find pleasure| 
in it too. 
This in turn compels us t o i 
better methods of farming, to more 
home conveniences and comforts, all 
of which utimately result in a high­ 
er value of our and adjacent land. 
Why? (I) Because of good roads it 
is in the public eye. (2) Our labor 
has made our business attractive and 
shown what can be done on adjacent 
land. 
(3) 
Every traveler passing 
through and notices the situation if 
he should not want such a thing him­ 
self will speak of it in company, and 
recommend it to inquiring friends. 
Talk of printer's ink. 
lf we had a lit. 
tie more of this kind of an ad, we 
shouldn’t need so much of the Ink. 
If the farmers of Northern Minne­ 
sota could look at this problem in this 
light they would wonder how they 
could object to the city people travel­ 
ing their roads; they would want still 
more and more of them to come and

the roads in their respective com­ 
munities the best that could he made 
with the material 
at 
hand. 
With 
such 
a spirit prevailing scientific 
management could be applied in the 
work, the dollars would do from two 
to four times the service and the rais­ 
ing of them would soon cease to he a 
subject for kicking, or class, or sec­ 
tional jealousy. 
The work would al­ 
ways remain to be done in the way of 
repairs, etc, but the puzzling part of 
the problem' would be solved. 
I would like to cite as an illustra­ 
tion of the practical working out of 
the idea suggested above, in the mod­ 
ern office building in our large cities 
equipped with up-to-date elevator ser­ 
vice. 
The user of such a site is com­ 
pelled by the price he has to pay, to 
put it to the nest possible use to make 
any profit. Tile only direction he can 
expand in is upward. 
An essential 
feature of a business office is that it 
be easily accessible 
to 
population. 
The offices on the upper floors are in 
tne same situation economically as 
land remote from population centers, 
or isolated by lack of roads. 
If they 
were accessible onTy by common stairs 
how much would these offices in the 
upper floors be worth? Yet by means 
of the public highway— the elevator 
their value equals and sometimes ex­ 
ceeds those on the ground floor. Does 
the land user in this case have to be 
compelled by law to furnish this ele­ 
vator service? 
He lias, of course, lo 
comply with building regulations for 
safety, sanitation, etc., but the eleva­ 
tor service is an essentially funda­ 
mental investment. 
It pays, and the 
more that use the elevator the bettor 
So with good roads.

A vegetable Dye. 
Country housekeepers may like to 
know that they can dye beautiful 
shades of brotvn by drying and using 
the green and brown moss and lichens 
that in some sections grow almost ev­ 
erywhere on rocks, fallen trees and 
fences. 
Boil tile moss in enough water to 
rather more than cover It 
Strain it 
and put it in the goods. 
For light 
brown only a short time is required. 
For darker shades leave longer in the 
dye. 
If left in a very long time the 
color will deepen until it is almost 
black. 
This vegetable dye is fast. 
It 
will not fade as do so many brown 
dyes.—Suburban Life Magazine.
